Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed October 26, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon 
improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only 
knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and 
does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. 
See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

Further, it is noted that the Applicant has amended claims 1, 8, 30, 33, 34, 35, 39, and 40, and has 
argued the validity of the cited prior art in view of the newly-amended limitations to the claims. As the 
amendments are newly added, they raise new issues that would require further search and consideration 
by the Examiner. Thus, the amendments to the claims will not be entered, and the previous rejection is 
held as final.
